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REMARKS 



In the April 20, 2006 Office Action, the Examiner rejects Claims 1, 7, 10, 12, 14, 16, and 
22 under 35 U.S,C. § 103(a) as xinpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,911,156 to Grynkewich, et 
al. ("Grynkewich") in view of U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002-0076572 by Engelhardt, et al. 
("Engelhardt"); rejects Claims 2, 3, 11, 15, 24, 27, 30, 33-35, 37, and 39 under 35 US.C, 
§ 103(a) as unpatentable over Grynkewich in view of Engelhardt, further in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 5,756,366 by Berg ("Berg"); rejects Claims 5-9, 28. 29, 31, and 32 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Grynkewich in view of Engelhardt and Berg, further in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 5,804,458 by Tehrani; rejects Claims 13, 23, 26, 36, 40, and 41 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Grynkewich in view of Engelhardt and Berg, ftirther in view 
of U.S. Patent No. 6,855,563 by Motoyoshi; and rejects Claims 17-21 under 35 U.S.C, § 103(a) 
as being impatentable over Grynkewich in view of Engelhardt, and further in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,627,913 by Chen. 

Applicants submit that the rejections are moot in view of the foregoing amendments 
accepting allowable subject matter and the following conunents. 

Amendment to the Specification and Claims 5 and 28 

Applicants have amended paragraph [0018] and Claims 5 and 28 to correct the spelling of 
"iridium." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner has found that Claims 4, 25, and 38 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
Claim 4 depended from Claim 2. Claim 25 depended from Claim 1, Claim 38 depended from 
Claim 27. 

Without acquiescing to the Examiner's rejections. Applicants have incorporated the 
limitations of Claims 25 and 38 into Claims 1 and 27, respectively, and have canceled Claims 25 
and 38 without prejudice herewitii to speed issuance of Claims 1 and 27 and dependents thereof, 
which should now be allowable. As Applicants have effectively rewritten Claim 25 by 
incorporation into Claim 1, Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 4 is allowable for at least 
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the reasons discussed for Claim 1, and Applicants have not rewritten Claim 4 in independent 
form. 

Accordingly, Applicants request the Examiner to withdraw the rejections of Claims 1 and 
27 and dependents thereof. 

In addition, Applicants have also canceled Claims 3, 24, and 37 without prejudice. 

Applicants reserve the right to pursue any of the canceled claims in a continuation 
application. 



In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks. Applicants respectfully request the 
Exammer to withdraw the rejections of Claims 1-2, 5-23, 26-36, and 39-41 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a). Applicants further request the Examiner to allow Claims 1-2, 5-23, 26-36, and 39-41 
and to pass the present application to the issue process.
